Candidate wins; 
10th striker dies 


BELFAST, No. Ireland (NC) 
— A candidate running on behalf 
of hunger striking Northern Irish 
prisoners was elected to the 
British Parliament Aug. 20, the 
day a 10th hunger striker died. 


Owen Carron, running as ‘‘the 
prisoners’ candidate,’’ won a by- 
election in the rural constituency 
of Fermanagh and South Tyrone. 
Carron, 28, an unemployed 
schoolteacher, won the seat left 
vacant by the death of Bobby 
Sands, the first of the 10 hunger 
strikers to die. Elected to Par- 
liament last April, Sands died on 
May 5. Carron was Sands’ cam- 
paign manager. 

An hour before voting started, 
Michael Devine, 27, died in the 
Maze Prison near Belfast at the 
beginning of his 60th day on 
hunger strike. 

Devine, married and the father 
of two children, who was serving 
a 12-year sentence for crimes 
including the possession of explo- 
sives and ammunition, was a 
member of the Irish National 
Liberation Army (INLA), a 
small, illegal guerrilla organ- 
ization seeking an end to British 
rule in Northern Ireland. Two 
other hunger strikers who died 
were INLA members. The seven 
others were members of the Provi- 
sional Irish Republican Army 
(IRA), the principal guerrilla 
organization opposing British 
rule.

Knights give pope $10 million endowment 


LOUISVILLE, Ky. (NC)— A $10 
million endowment fund, the 
earnings of which will be presented 
each year to the pope for charitable 
use, was established by the Knights of 
Columbus at their annual convention 
in. Louisville. 

The “‘irrevocable endowment,’’ 
called the Knights of Columbus- 
Vicarius Christi Foundation, should 
produce earnings of about $1 million 
annually, which the pope “‘can use for 
whatever charity he deems best,’’ 
according to Supreme Knight Virgil 
C. Dechant, who proposed the 
fund’s establishment. 


THE FUNDS of the foundation 
will be invested principally in Church 
loans, “‘so while we are assisting the 
Holy Father, we are also assisting the 


Ordinaries in their mission to serve 
God’s people,’’ Dechant said. 


It is hoped the first contribution can 
be presented to Pope John Paul II no 
later than October 1982, the close of 
the Knights’ centennial celebration. 
The income from the fund will be 
donated annually to the pope in 
perpetuity. 

“It is time to give to the Lord in 
thanksgiving for the blessings of 100 
years,’’ noted Dechant in making the 
endowment proposal. 


ARCHBISHOP PIO LAGHI, 
apostolic delegate in the United 
States, thanked the assembly for the 
gift and said he would immediately 
inform Pope John Paul of the resolu- 
tion. 


Tells K of C we 


‘cannot be silent’

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (NC)— The 
president of the National Conference 
of Catholic Bishops, Archbishop John 
R. Roach of St. Paul-Minneapolis, 
has defended the Church’s role in 
influencing public policy, saying that 
“fas a Church we are political practi- 
cioners because we have to be.”’ 


-Archbishop Roach said that the 
Church should ‘“‘use the methods 
available to it to influence public 
policy because it is by that policy that 
the moral order is frequently estab- 
lished.”’ 

HE ADDRESSED the 99th annual 
convention of the Knights of 
Columbus Supreme Council, the 
legislative and policy body of the 1.35 
million-member organization. Parti- 
cipants represented the United States, 
Canada, Mexico, the Philippines, 
and Guatemala. 

Indicating that the Church has a 
role in influencing policy, the arch- 
bishop said that it is “‘important to 
understand what is appropriate in 
that pursuit and what is not.”’ 

Archbishop Roach said that 
emergence of the Moral Majority in 
the 1980 election and the Catholic 
Church’s interest in issues such as the 
Panama Canal treaty, SALT II, and 
military aid to El Salvador have 
prompted people to look critically at 
the role of religion in political issues. 

HE CITED the Church’s involve- 
ment in the abortion issue as another 
example. ‘‘It is clear that the Church 


' has been seriously criticized because 


of that involvement and the Church 
has had to bear accusations of being 
single-issue, of meddling, and of 
trying to impose its own moral code 
upon the rest of society,’’ he said. But 
he said it is important to understand 
the nature of the Church. 

‘“The Church is a universal, moral 
teaching authority which exercises its 
authority in the interest of human 
salvation. The condemnation of abor- 
tion...as acceptable public policy for 
American society is clearly rooted in 
this universal mission,’’ he said. 

Archbishop Roach said _ the 
Church’s role is to call all people to an 
understanding of social responsibility 
and identify moral elements in the 
way the government formulates 
solutions to problems. ‘“‘It is not the 
Church’s role to develop specific 
legislation to resolve issues. It is not 
the Church’s role to endorse specific 
candidates,’’ he said. But the Church 
“cannot be silent in identifying the 
moral components of those issues.’’ 


THE ARCHBISHOP observed 
that ‘‘there is certainly less than unity 
among our own membership as we 
take positions in public policy.’’ He 
urged K of GC members to become 
political’ activists. With ‘‘your 
members and influence, you cannot 
afford to stand above the political 
scene and merely be spectators,’’ he 
said. ©

FOOD FOR POLAND— The Reagan admin- 
istration has agreed to sell 9,000 metric tons of dairy 
products to Catholic Relief Services (CRS) for 
shipment to Poland, the White House announced in 
Los Angeles. Recently Cardinal John Krol of Phila- 
delphia met with President Reagan at the White 
House in Washington to urge the sale of surplus 
U.S. food to CRS at a discount for shipment to 
Poland. 


RESETTLE REFUGEES— Migration and 
Refugee Services (MRS) officials are working to 
resettle an additional 1,000 to 1,500 refugees from 
East Europe before a Sept. 30 deadline. The United 
States has agreed to accept an additional 2,400 East 
European refugees over its annual quota of 4,500 
this fiscal year. The first group of 253 refugees, most 
of them Polish, left Vienna Aug. 19 and arrived in 
New York that day. 


‘NO TERRORIST’ — Melkite-Rite Archbishop 
Hilarion Capucci, accused of engaging in terrorist 
acts against Israel, says the whole manner of his life 
proclaims that he is not a terrorist. ‘‘I choose not to 
defend myself with words, but by my actions,’’ the 
archbishop said in an interview with NC News 
Service. Archbishop Capucci was Melkite-Rite 
Catholic vicar of Jerusalem from 1965-1974. 


Vatican 


NEW VATICAN STAMPS— The Vatican 
philatelic office will issue on Sept. 29 a new stamp 
commemorating the United Nations’ International 
Year of the Disabled Person. The 600-lire (about 55 
cents) stamp shows the official symbol of the year 
reproduced on a cloth which bears the face of Christ 
crowned with thorns. The Vatican also will issue two 
stamps marking the sixth centenary of the death of 
blessed Jan Van Ruusbroec, a Flemish mystic. The 
200-lire (about 15 cents) stamp shows Ruusbroec 
writing in his hermitage, while the 300-lire (about 25 
cents) stamp bears his portrait. 


MESSAGE IS LOVE— Humanity can survive 


only if the ideology which has led to the nuclear 
arms race is replaced with ‘‘a radically different 
society based on fraternity and love,’’ said Vatican 
Radio. It backed the message of a meeting on 
nuclear weapons which was held in Erice, Sicily. 
The message was one that ‘‘recent popes have many 
times made to the world,”’ especially because of “‘the 
tumultuous progress of technology — too often the 
unworthy son of science,’’ said the editorial. 

SHOVE halon AWAY— An anonymous 
letter writer told%talian police that he and two other 
people were in St. Peter’s Square May 13 to help 
Mehmet Ali Agca in his attempt to kill Pope John 
Paul II. The writer, who identified himself as an 
Italian and by the initials G.V.M., said that he, 
Agca, and two German-speaking accomplices 
worked for an organization which wanted to elim- 
inate ‘‘this uncomfortable but authoritative Pole.’’ 
The duties of the German-speaking accomplices 
were ‘‘to shove people out of the way to free Agca’’ 
from the crowds after the shooting.

CREDITS— The Reagan administration 
has given a ‘‘green light’’ to tuition tax credits, 
according to Patrick Murphy, associate director of 
the U.S. Catholic Conference’s Office of Educa- 
tional Assistance. Murphy cited a statement by 
Martin Anderson indicating that the administration 
hopes to propose a tuition tax credit to Congress 
next year. Anderson is Reagan’s assistant for policy 
development. ‘‘This, coming out s@ early after the 
passage of Reagan’s initial economic recovery 
program, is a good signal,’’ said Murphy. 

CAMPBELL AD OPPOSED— A national 
organization of nuns says it is ‘‘outraged’’ at the 
appearance of a full-page Campbell Soup Company 
advertisement in the Official Catholic Directory. The 
National Assembly of Women Religious (NAWR), 
citing a boycott of Campbell products, called on the 
publishers of the directory, P.J. Kenedy and Sons of 
New York, to disavow the advertisement and 
support the boycott publicly. 


DEATH CONFIRMED— A priest who once 
signed a letter to the communist government of 
Lithuania asking for an end to religious restrictions 
was ‘‘fatally wounded’’ in Lithuania by unknown 
assailants recently. He was Father Lednas Mazeika, 
63, a parish priest in Pamusis, Lithuania. His death 
on Aug. 8 was confirmed by sources inside 
Lithuania.

for the first anniversary convention of the 
Vietnamese Catholic Federation in Los Altos, Calif. 
The words of Jesus to St. Peter also were used at last 
year’s convention in Los Altos, where the national 
office of the federation is housed. Jesuit Father 
Raymond Dunn, an attorney and adviser to the 
federation, told the Vietnamese, ‘‘You have come to 
America to find a new home...We may not share the 
same culture, but we do share the same faith.”’ 

PARENTS ‘DISSATISFIED’ — The parents of 
Jean Donovan, lay missionary murdered in El 
Salvador last December, are dissatisfied with the 
Vatican and U.S. reactions to the case. The Vatican 
has not answered their letter and they are frustrated 
by the U.S. attitude, said Raymond and Patricia 
Donovan in an interview with the Catholic Universe 
Bulletin of Cleveland. Miss Donovan was killed in El 
Salvador with three U.S. women Religious. Six 
weeks after the murders Mrs. Donovan wrote Pope 
John Paul II. ‘‘I told him that he had the highest 
position politically in the world next to the president 
of the United States,’’ she said. 

BRIGHTER FUTURE— Religious practice is 
still limited in China but the future looks brighter, 
according to Jesuit Father Donald Campion, who 
visited the People’s Republic as part of an ecumen- 
ical delegation this summer. He said relations 
between Chinese Christians and western Christians 
seem to be improving as restrictions on religious 
expressions are relaxed. Churches are drawing 
young people to Masses, interest in women’s relig- 
ious communities is expressed, and there is a spirit 
of candor in talking about past problems.

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‘The laity will no longer 
accept inept preaching’

HARTFORD, Conn. (NC)— 
‘‘The Catholic |-ity will no longer 
accept inept preaching,’’ Archbishop 
John F. Whealon of Hartford told 
participants in a seminar on 
preaching. 

More than 600 bishops, priests, 
and deacons attended the two-day 
seminar on ‘‘Effective Preaching in 
Evangelization,’’ which preceded the 
third of three Catholic Lay Cele- 
brations on Evangelization. 

THE KEYNOTE speaker, Jesuit 
Father Walter J. Burghardt, put it 
bluntly: ‘‘We preachers approach the 
pulpits with all the imagination of a 


- dead fish.’’ 


Jesuit Father John Gallen agreed, 
advising participants that ‘‘when our 
people complain that the contem- 
porary liturgy has lost its sense of 
mystery, listen to them because they 
are right. All the recent surveys 
indicate that what is going on in our 
parishes is dull and threadbare...and 
belongs in the shabby category of 
rationalism, especially when it comes 
to the homilies.”’ 


Father Burghardt, resident theo- 
logian at Georgetown University in 
Washington, cited. several major 
problems as preventing effective 
preaching: fear of Scripture, 
ignorance of contemporary theology, 
unawareness of liturgical prayer, and 
lack of proper preparation. But the 
most serious problem of all, he said, is 
the lack of imagination, which was the 
topic of his keynote address, 


__ ‘Preaching and Imagination.” 
“WITHOUT IMAGINATION 


the preacher limps along on one 
leg...If your homily is only a master- 
piece of Cartesian clarity,’’ he told the 
assembly, ‘‘you are in deep trouble. 
The homily should not be a laundry 
list of dogmas to be believed, but a 
fascinating wedding of all those ways 
in which imagination comes to 
expression: vision and ritual, symbol 
and story, parable, allegory and 
myth, and the fine arts. Our ideas are 
triggered by sense experience...If I 
want to share my experience of beef 
burgundy with you, I don’t hand you 
the recipe...I let you smell it, see it, 
taste it. 

‘‘This is the homily at its best, the 
homily that makes God’s wonderful 
works come alive, immerses the 
hearer in the mystery and evokes a 
religious response. Response— that’s 
the magic word.”’ 


Father Burghardt continued,

‘‘Fven a more basic need is that we 
priests need a conversion; we need 
fresh insight into our priesthood.’’ He 
confessed somewhat tongue-in-cheek 
that in the first half of his priesthood 
he had assumed that the people came 
to the liturgy to learn and that their 
responsibility was to “‘give ear to my 
homily and be seduced by _ its 
beauty.’’ Now, 20 years later, he 
said, ‘‘I realize that the purpose of the 
homily is to help Christians see Jesus. 
People don’t want catechesis or 
theology...They just want to see 
Jesus.”’ 


FATHER GALLEN, director of 
the Loyola Pastoral Institute, said, 
“You are witnesses and you must 
testify to what you have seen and 
heard. However, simply to testify is 
not enough. There must be some sign 
that you have experienced what you 
are proclaiming. You will effectively 
evangelize when it is clear to others 
that you have seen Jesus, that you 
know God...not just know about 
God.”’

Second lectionary 


WASHINGTON (NC)— A 
second edition of the Lectionary for 
Mass has been published by the 
Vatican’s Congregation for the 
Sacraments and Divine Worship. 
It is a compilation of scriptural 
readings and psalm responsories 
used in the Mass. 


Divine Word Father Thomas 


Kadsnicki, director of the 
National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops’ Committee on the 
Liturgy, said the second edition 
“should not be seen as a ‘new’ 
lectionary. It does not render 
existing lectionaries  obsolete.”’ 
He said that the second edition 
includes additions and variations 
in the original text which simply 
‘build on the 1969 book.”’ 


Ahern, theologian and scholar, said 
that ‘‘the whole purpose of our prayer 
and our preaching is to find Jesus. 
Effective preaching will be the 
product of pondering the word of 
God, pondering the incarnated God, 
and pondering our own sense of 
personal insufficiency.’’ He suggested 
that the ordained ministers assume 
the basic qualities which surface when 
one ponders the ministry of Jesus and 
apply them to their homilies: 


e Preach straight from the heart. 
© Be a “‘person-person.”’ 
@ Take the first step. 


e Side with the underdog. 
© Mend hearts and heal wounds of 
shame. 


e Use ordinary objects (such as 
spittle and dust). 
e Avoid fanfare. 


Father Ron Luca of St. Mary’s 
Church in Fairfax, Va., said he was 
glad to see the importance of the 
preacher’s spiritual life emphasized 
by all of the speakers. ‘“The output (of 
the homily) is directly related to the 
preacher’s relationship with the Lord. 
We priests are being challenged more 
and more by this aspect of witnessing 
our faith, rather than just explaining 
truths,’’ he said. :

SAN DIEGO— Thirty-six Cath- 
olic Boy Scouts recently completed a 
tour of the United States that took 
them from ‘‘border to border and 
ocean to ocean,’’ said Scoutmaster 
Chuck Fuld upon the group’s return 
to San Diego.

Father Joe called a parish 
priest in Flagstaff (Ariz.) and they put 
us up. It was typical of the kindness

Although a troop from Alaska may 
have traveled more miles than the San 
Diego scouts, said Fuld, their journey 
covered more of the United 
States—from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific Oceans, from the Canadian to 
the Mexican borders.

Development assistance 
has moral foundation 


Robert McNamara retired as president of the World 
Bank early last month. This is the bank which, through the 
International Development Association, provides long- 
term, no-interest credits to the poorest countries of the 
world. 

For the past 13 years, under Mr.. McNamara’s 
presidency, the World Bank displayed an ever-increasing 
and explicit concern for world poverty. As a result, the 
World Bank has become the world’s largest anti-poverty 
agency. 


The principle which guided the McNamara leadership of 
the World Bank was much more profound than 
international stability or the expansion of trade. 

“In my view,’’ Mr. McNamara stated in Nairobi, 
Kenya in 1973, ‘‘the fundamental case for development 
assistance is a moral one...that the rich and the 
powerful have a moral obligation to assist the poor and 
the weak. That is what the sense of community is all 
about — any community...”’ 


The problem now is that the present administration in 
Washington—in the person of budget director David 
Stockman and others—doesn’t like what it views as the 
socialistic direction of the bank’s ‘‘new style lending.”’ The 
present administration has given little visible support to the 
$3.2 billion pledged by the Carter administration to the 
World Bank. 


The result could well be that the poorest of the world will 
fare no better than the poorest living in the United States, 
under the current administration. 

What does all this have to do with us—the not-so- 
poor— who, while not perched on the lap of luxury are, for 
the most part, nestled on the knees of comfort? 


Perhaps it means that, in the face of growing world and 
national poverty, we cannot be satisfied with pursuing a 
me-and-my-God piety. Perhaps it means that our morality 
cannot be relegated to a privatistic list of personal do’s and 
don’t’s. 

As long as we look at ourselves and say I myself. am not 
responsible, we will neglect the implications of the 
Mystical Body of Christ. Jesus identifies Himself 
explicitly with the least of my brethren. :

Perhaps we should at least try to understand —in the 
context of Christ’s Body —those who are demonstrating 
these intercessions in their protests against Big 
Government’s apparent disregard for the poorest in the 
world —and here at home.

Pope 
Speaks 


‘Threat of war’ 


CASTELGANDOLFO, Italy (NC)— During an 
Angelus talk Aug. 23 Pope John Paul II alluded to the 
recent air battle between Libyan and U.S. jets and called it 
a ‘‘threat of war.’’ 

The 61-year-old pope appeared rested and fit after a 
week’s vacation and also joked with a crowd of about 
12,000 people who heard the talk at the papal summer 
residence in Castelgandolfo. 

But his brief message before reciting the noontime 
Angelus dealt with war and peace and was widely 
interpreted as a criticism of the air battle Aug. 19 between 
U.S. and Libyan jets. 

‘‘May our prayer to Mary be once again a cry to the 
Queen of Peace,’’ Pope John Paul said. 

‘‘The desire for peace’’ grows in the hearts of people of 
good will whenever, “‘as has unfortunately occurred even 
in recent days, there appear on the horizon signs that evoke 
in whatever way the threat of war under which all nations 
live,’’ he added. 

During the air battle two Soviet-built Libyan jets were 
downed. A U.S. spokesman said the fight was caused by an 
‘““unprovoked attack’’ by the Libyans. Libya said the U.S. 
jets were violating its air space. 

The Polish-born pope said his concern for peace was 
heightened by the upcoming 42nd anniversary of the start 
of World War II, when German troops invaded Poland on 
Sept. 1, 1939. 

After singing the Angelus, Pope John Paul addressed 
visitors in English, French, German, Spanish, Polish, 
Portuguese, and Ukrainian. He also thanked the audience, 
saying, ‘‘You were at peace here for so long, but now you 
have lost your Sunday peace.”’ 

The Angelus appearance took place under cloudy skies, 
‘prompting Pope John Paul to remark: ‘“We can’t’be sure 
that it won’t rain.’’ But he quickly added, ‘‘I hope that I 
am a false prophet.’’

Questionnaire on moral issues 


Last week the San Diego Union printed an article entitled 
“Council Candidates Object to Questionnaire on Moral 
Issues.’’ The San Diego Evangelical Association’s affiliate, 
the Committee for Community Responsibility, sent a 
15-question survey to the city council and school board 
candidates. It stated that the results of the survey would be 
published and distributed to area churches. 

We have here on the local level a parallel similar to 
situations on the national level. As I see it, we have a small 
group of individuals who are convinced that they must be 
our guardians of public morality. 

Evidently they feel that they can help us evaluate 
candidates who seek to represent us in various 


governmental positions by having these candidates fill out | 


the ‘‘questionnaire on moral issues.’’ If the candidates, for 
any variety of reasons, refuse to answer this type of 
evaluation, judgment is already passed: “we,’? the 
questioners write, ‘‘will presume that you do not want to 
be public about your positions on these issues.”’ 

I must agree with the candidates who say such a’ 
questionnaire is unfair, “a no-win situation.’’ Isn’t such a 
questionnaire most inadequate to measure a candidate’s 
stance on complex moral issues? 


In a pluralistic society, such as ours, where so many 
peoples, of widely different cultures, differing religious 
beliefs and philosophies are present, both individuals and 
groups must be very careful while pursuing their own 
ideals, not to deprive their neighbors of the right to pursue 
their ideals, differing though they may be. 
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Our Christian Way of Life

Repeatedly, those of us who address church 
groups find that there are a number of people who 
complain they are excluded from any mention of 
Christian vocation. Again and again, people assert 
that there is nothing in the Church for single 
persons. 


Most of us, I think, do not appreciate how family- 
oriented parish organizations and activities can be. 
That is, until death or divorce or some other kind of 
separation deprives us of a constant, dependable 
companion and leaves us alone in a society geared to 
families or couples. 


PROGRAMS ENCOURAGING the family have 
sprung up like mushrooms after rain in recent years. 
Predictably, this has produced the side-effect of 
further isolating those with few or no family ties. 


This isolation has resulted in a quite strong protest 
from single people who are less inhibited about 
calling attention to their loneliness — perhaps out of 
growing desperation. This in turn has awakened 
beginnings of concern for their predicament.

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Unfortunately, this concern primarily expresses 
itself in the formation of special organizations for 
singles, which, although offering some kind of 
corporate identity, at the same time isolates them 
even further from the mainstream of the 
community. 

ADDITIONALLY, SOME of these _ clubs 
become rather sex-oriented and ‘‘match making”’ in 
character which some — particularly women — may 
find offensive and degrading. Since their main 
interest is in companionship and shared activities, 
they feel humiliated in being subjected to a 
‘‘marriage-mart’’ atmosphere. 

Rather than perpetuate separatist cliques, there is a 
need for more broadly based parish and diocesan 
groups where genuine acceptance and sensitivity 
could remove the embarrassment and awkwardness 
some singles feel when arriving unescorted or 
unaccompanied. 

A little extra thought would remind us that there 
are times when an escort is really necessary and a 
little extra effort could either provide or suggest one. 


Need single people be so lonely? 


Generally, families might look to see if they are 
really closed communities and if they could not 
extend their boundaries to encompass those who 
have no family circle of their own. 


THE IMPETUS OF HUMAN growth and full 
contribution to the society in which we live, not to 
mention our Christian development, comes from the 
interaction between different people; of an 
admixture of old and young, families and singles, 
widows of both sexes and married couples, of the 
divorced and the happily married. 


Adjusting to each other, drawing from each 
other’s life experience, tolerating where we differ, 
uniting where we agree, understanding even where 
we are ignorant, each of us may grow to a fuller 
appreciation of what life entails and of the 
complexity of the human spirit. 

When we move out from all the little sub-societies 
we are so prone to form, we can truly come to 
Christian acceptance and unity and form a 
genuinely, no-frontiers, Christian family. 


An acceptable sacrifice 


August 30, 1981, Twenty-Second Sunday in 
Ordinary Time. Jeremiah 20:7-9; Romans 
12:1-12; Matthew 16:21-27. 

Our three readings for this Sunday ask us to 
reflect upon the true meaning of discipleship. To be 
a Christian means, in a very real sense, to be at 
enmity with the fallen world around us. We are not 
meant to be complacent in the face of injustice, but 
neither are we to despair. We are to hope and to 
persevere, and to keep our sense of humor. 


The prophet Jeremiah appears to be a mass of 
contradictions: he is so close to God, yet he despairs 
all the more because of it. Called to be a prophet 
against his will, Jeremiah suffers taunts and even 
persecution, and cries for help. 


SINGLED OUT BY GOD from before his birth, 
the prophet experiences the divine presence as a 
consuming fire ‘‘burning in my heart, imprisoned in 
my bones.’’ God wearies Jeremiah to the point that 
the prophet feels he can no longer endure the heavy 
burdens placed upon him; yet we know that he 
persevered in his vocation. 

How many times do we find ourselves in the same 
situation? Whether we acknowledge it or not, all 
things come from God, and even in the darkest of 


moments, the Lord is there, ready to sustain us. 

Our responsorial psalm (Ps. 63:2, 3-4, 5-6, 8-9) 
contains the answer to Jeremiah’s cry of anguish, 
words that comfort us in our own afflictions, too. 
Though flesh is consumed and soul thirsts, though 
we are parched and lifeless, the Lord is always near 
at hand, ready to sustain us with unspeakable riches 
that will make us shout for joy. 

FOR ST. PAUL, life itself has become an 
element of worship. Our liturgical worship 
culminates in the Sacrifice of the Mass, in which 
Jesus’ own voluntary death for us is renewed in the 
very reality of His Body and Blood. If we would 
follow Jesus, our whole lives must become an accept- 
able sacrifice to the Father, patterned after the self- 
offering of the Son. 

Much has been made of the common priesthood 
of the faithful, a priesthood which comes. to all 
Christians by virtue of baptism. To be a priest 
means to offer sacrifice. The ordained priest offers 
the Sacrifice of the Mass; every Christian is expected 
to offer a living sacrifice of self, a point we are 
reminded of during baptism, when we are anointed 
with the same Holy Chrism used by the bishop 
during an ordination. 


SUNDAY’S GOSPEL MUST be read in context 


of last week’s, which it immediately follows. Last 
Sunday we saw Peter confess Jesus as Messiah, 
whereupon the Lord conferred upon Peter — and his 
successors—the keys of the kingdom of heaven. 
Peter is the Rock upon which Jesus has built His 
Church, and now Peter is to learn the full meaning 
and extent of Jesus’ mission. 


St. Matthew wrote his Gospel for the first 
Christians, the Jews of Palestine. Jewish 
expectations were for a glorious, triumphant 
Messiah who would reign with all the splendor of 
David, ridding Israel of Roman dominance. 


This would have been the expectation of Peter and . 


the Twelve, Jews themselves. But immediately after 
confirming Peter’s faith, Jesus starts to reveal to 
them the manner of His death. ‘‘God forbid,’’ blurts 
Peter, and Jesus rebukes him for judging by man’s 
standards, not God’s. 

IT WAS FOR THE CROSS that Jesus came into 
the world, and going to His death on Calvary is not 
an option for Jesus, but an imperative if He would 
do His Father’s will. And so it is with us; true 
discipleship is the way of the cross, but too often we 
will only accept a cross of our making, and not

a ‘valuable experience’

SPENCER, Mass. (NC)— When the doors of St. 
Joseph Abbey were opened to a mass audience 
through network television, it was the culmination of 
a special TV project made possible by cooperation 
between the monks and an ABC-TV crew. 


An ABC-TV special, The Monastery, which aired 


nationwide Aug. 20, was filmed at St. Joseph 
Abbey, a Trappist monastery. 
DURING THE FILMING, cables snaked 


through the abbey, turning it into a studio of sorts; 


monks who had originally opposed the project lined . 


up for interviews; the crew learned to work quietly 
and enough good feelings were generated on both 
sides for monks and broadcasters to celebrate the 
end of the filming with a party. 

The program was the idea of ABC producer 
Helen Whitney, who said she had considered such a 
program for 10 years. 


After being turned down by Gethsemane Abbey 
in Kentucky when she requested permission to film 
the program there, she visited St. Joseph Abbey. 


GETHSEMANE HAD refused her request 
because — as a woman— she could not enter some 
sections of the monastery. But Mother Teresa had 
earlier visited St. Joseph and granting Ms. Whitney 
admittance proved less troublesome there. Women 
family members of the monks previously had been 
admitted for ordinations or solemn professions. And 
the monastery has replaced the old signs, which 
warned against admittance by women, to new signs 
which say no unauthorized person will be admitted. 


Abbot Thomas Keating met with his council to 
discuss the idea of filming at the abbey. When the 


plan was presented to the monastic community | 


later, the monks voted their approval by a two-thirds 
majority. 

Ms. Whitney said she wanted to produce the show 
because many people display a spiritual yearning. 
““Those people who ask, ‘Is that all there is?’ will be 
interested in this special about others who have 
made a commitment in their lives and should be 
heard from,’’ she said before the program aired. . 

‘““WE DON’T LIVE as intensely as we appear 
to,’’ a monk said. ‘‘No one can live every moment 
on a high pitch.”’ 

But, as the unidentified monk said after the 
filming, ‘‘We are glad it’s over because it did disrupt 
and did intrude, as we anticipated it would.”’ 

“‘However, the consensus is that it was a valuable 
experience for each of us to be asked questions that 


some of us may not have earlier asked ourselves. . 


While we feel good that it’s over, we feel the better 
for going through with it,’’ he added. 


THE MONKS SAW the program on TV sets 
loaned by a former community member now 
working as a furniture dealer. 


Reaction was mixed. Those who appeared on the 
show thought they were accurately depicted. Others 
who did not appear in the film were less enthused. 
Still others who had opposed the filming said they 
had changed their minds and liked the show after all. 


Yet, the monks earlier had said it was a good idea 
to portray their life. ‘“We agreed to let the cameras 
in because we think it will be a service to the 
American public and a service to monastic 
institutions _everywhere,’’ another monk said. 
““Most people are still unaware that our style of life 
even exists.”’ 


EXPECTING INTEREST in the abbey to 
increase after the telecast, Abbot Keating appointed 
a monk to handle inquiries. In fact, the monks had 
worried that interest in joining their community 
would burgeon after the program. Already, they 
have a waiting list.

Reachine out 
The shepherd cannot run away 


Missionaries carrying the message of Christ 
to other lands have to be more courageous 
than most of us homebound Christians. They 
are blessed with extra doses of fortitude and 


Two examples of faith and patient 
persistence have recently added luster to the 
Church’s long list of martyrs. They came 
within days of each other, though their 
missionary service was years and continents 
apart. One reminds us of the trials in service 
as a missionary in China. The other of the 
constant threat to the daily life of mission- 
aries in Central and South America. 

The two men are Bishop James Walsh and ~ 
Father Stanley Rother. They bore witness to 
Christ among those who hate Christ—and 
both paid the penalty. Bishop Walsh died July 
29 at the age of 90, and Father Rother was 
shot to death on July 28 at the age of 46. 

Bishop Walsh, you will remember, went as 
a Maryknoll missionary to China in 1919 and 
during his 65 years as a priest spent all but 10 
of those years in China. And for 12 long years 
he was imprisoned by the Chinese Communists 
in one small room, out of touch with the 
world, with people, with events. He was 
released in 1970 and returned to his beloved 
Maryknoll headquarters in New York. He said

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‘Sonshine Summer 


A number of parishes 


are looking at new ways 
to supplement their CCD and 
religious education programs

SAN DIEGO-—It’s called 
“‘Sonshine Summer,’’ and in the 
years to come it may radically alter, if 
not do away with, many traditional 
parish religious education or CCD 
programs. 


Instead of religious instruction for 
one hour a week for non-parochial 
school children, Sonshine Summer 
programs instead expose the children 
to an intensive, total educational 
environment for three weeks running, 
said Mercy Sister Josephine Breen, 
director of religious education for the 
diocese. 

CCD PROGRAMS can then be 
used to supplement Sonshine 
Summer on a weekly basis during the 


regular school year, and adapted to 


meet the particular needs of the 
parish, such as in sacramental 
preparation or to enhance 
participation at Sunday Mass. 


A number of parishes — St. Kieran 
in El Cajon, along with Holy Family, 
St. Therese, St. Rita and St. Agnes in 
San Diego—conducted Sonshine 
Summer programs during June and 
July, and two others conducted 
shorter but similar programs under 
different names. Children at St. John 
of the Cross in Lemon Grove went to 
‘‘Wonder-Full Days,’’ and students 
at Our Lady of Refuge in Pacific 
Beach took part in ‘‘Rainbow 
Summer.”’ 


Whatever the name, all programs 
emphasized much of the-same thing: a 
total, concentrated educational 
environment which mixed music, 
games, crafts and the more serious 
business of teaching the children their 
faith. 


‘““SONSHINE SUMMER was the 
result of the frustration of working 
with once-a-week, one-hour-a-session 
CCD programs,’’ said St. Joseph 
Sister Helen Louise, director of 
religious education at St. Kieran. 
‘‘Another advantage was that we 
were able to use the entire school 
instead of just a few classrooms.”’ 


An extra dividend of Sonshine 
Summer was that there were virtually 
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no absentees throughout the three 
weeks, in strong contrast to the 
number of children who often miss 
mid-week or Saturday morning CCD 
classes, noted Mrs. Isabel Dion, Holy 
Family’s director of religious 
education. 


Perhaps the biggest plus in favor of 
Sonshine Summer, noted Sister 
Josephine, was the planning and 
effort that were able to go into the 
program, something which allowed 
each parish to use its own resources to 
the fullest possible extent. ‘‘Regular 
CCD: time can even be used during 
the school year to prepare for the 
three weeks of Sonshine Summer, 
which allows for highly organized 
lesson plans and time blocks, and a 
chance to adequately prepare all those 
who will make up the staff.”’ 


IN ADDITION, said. Sister 
Josephine, parishes can also make 
arrangements to bring in outside 
help, whether seminarians or 
experienced religious educators from 
other dioceses who welcome the 
opportunity to come to San Diego for 
a few weeks in the summer _ for 
transportation and a place to stay with 
a local family. 


Each parish is now evaluating the 
results of its Sonshine Summer 
program to determine what it will do 
next summer and what use it will 
make of CCD time during the coming 
year to either supplement what has 
already been done or to plan ahead 
for 1982, said Sister Helen Louise. 


“Overall, we have been very 
enthusiastic about the results of our 
programs,’’ she said. ‘‘But we’re still 
experimenting, and there are many 
options. We could go with CCD until 
March and have the children come 
back for three weeks in the summer. It 
will take us several years to iron 
everything out.’’ 


AN ADDED advantage of the 
Sonshine Summer program is that 
each parish can adapt it to meet its 
own particular needs and makeup, 
noted Mrs. Dion. At Holy Family, 
which has experienced the brunt of a 
heavy influx of Southeast Asians 


settling in the Linda Vista area, 
various ethnic groups played an 
important role in the program, which 
also stressed regular participation at 
Mass and which will feature home 
Bible study groups during the regular 
school year. 


Plans for a Sonshine Summer pro- 
gram, concluded Sister Josephine, 
can — and should — involve the entire 
parish, from pastor on down. Because 
financial planning and the use of the 
parochial school | facilities are 
important considerations, the parish 
council, parents and teachers are all 
necessary to make the program a 
success. 


NOW WHAT DO I DO? —A youngster at the Our Lady of Refuge summer 
program wonders what to do with fingers full of finger paint. Arts and crafts 
activities are an important part of the comprehensive Sonshine Summer 
programs, which place the child in a total religious education environment. 


PARTNERS — Two young ladies work quietly together, a statue of Our 
Lady ‘‘watching’’ them from behind. Sonshine Summer and related 
programs are possible alternatives to the traditional CCD programs, which 
offer them religious education for only one hour a week during the regular 
school year. 


OFF-OFF-OFF-BROADWAY —It may not be professional theater, but 
storytelling, drama, and actually acting out the Gospel message are 
important religious education techniques. Sonshine Summer programs and 
the greater amount of concentrated time they offer enable students and 
teachers to work on more involved projects.

Summer offers a more structured and professional learning environment 
than once-a-week CCD programs, say its advocates. Absentees are almost 
non-existent, learning is fun, but most of all, they say, students do pay 
attention.

SAN DIEGO—The religious 
education of our school children was 
the subject of a workshop at the 
University of San Diego this summer, 
and the religious educators who took 
part had a unique opportunity to 
evaluate how good—or how bad—a 
job they are doing. 


Sponsored by USD’s Office of 
Continuing Education, the workshop 
offered our own DREs and CCD 
instructors the views of two people 
who function in a_ catechetical 
environment quite different from that

of the American Catholic Church. 


BOTH FATHER Donal O’Leary 
and Miss Theresa Sallnow teach 


theology and religious education at | 
St. Mary’s College, just outside of | 


London. They observed that in this 
country most Catholic children are 
instructed in their faith through CCD 
programs, with only a relatively small 
number enrolled in parochial schools. 


The. situation is quite different in 
England, said Miss Sallnow, where 
virtually all Catholic children receive 
their religious instruction in a 
parochial school setting, and very few 
attend separate Sunday School 
programs. 


This is an important difference, 
said Father O’Leary, because while 
the British students receive their 
religious instruction in a total school 
environment, CCD instruction in the 
United States is usually one hour a 
week, amounting to perhaps 30 hours 
a year. 


GIVEN THIS limitation, then, 


IS SONSHINE Summer the answer 
to some once-a-week CCD 
programs which critics say are more 
play than work? 


what should be taught and how 
should it be taught? Should the 
emphasis be on doctrine, or the ‘“‘life 
experience’? approach many CCD 
programs use today, with their heavy 
emphasis on projects and activities? 


Both Father O’Leary and Miss 
Sallnow believe in combining 
doctrine, educational methodology 
and psychological factors to arrive at 
an integrated, ‘‘child-centered’’ 
educational experience, what they call 
the ‘‘three pillars’? of Christian 
religious education. 


They caution, however, that 
teaching an ‘‘objective Christianity”’ 
may be done easily enough in a school 
the children attend every day, but 
that getting doctrine across ‘‘while 
you have them for such a short 
time’’—one hour a week in a CCD

program —can be a problem. 

“TEACHING IS an art,’’ said 
Father O’Leary. ‘“‘You cannot take 
important themes like community or 
family for granted, and one needs a 
lot of skill and training so that the 
faith is caught rather than simply 
taught.’’ 


‘“‘We need professionals to do this 
well,’’ said Miss Sallnow. ‘‘We are 
well aware of the abuses of the ‘life- 
theme’ approach. One can forget the 
whole point of the lesson in the 
excitement of the experience. 
Children know all about water, but 
how much have they really learned 
about baptism?’’ 


Miss Sallnow had a word of caution 
for parents who let children watch too 
much televison. ‘‘We need to 
encourage our children to be more 
creative spiritually. They don’t read 
enough or appreciate art or music, 
and they should be part of the 
development of the whole child.’’ 


“IF THE GLORY of God is man 
fully alive, then everything that 
encourages full creativity and full 
humanity must be part of a religious 
education program,’’ said Father 
O’Leary. The trick, however, is 
striking an effective balance, 
especially in the CCD program with 
its obvious time limitations. 


This is the first time either Father 
O’Leary or Miss Sallnow have been 
in the United States, and both 
had special praise for the diocesan 
Media Center; which is used as a 
resource for many religious education 
programs on a parish level. 


They are the co-authors of Love and 
Meaning in Religious Education, which 
will be published by Oxford 
University Press later this year.

SAN SALVADOR, EI Salvador 
(NC) — Bishop Arturo Rivera 
Damas, apostolic administrator of 
San Salvador, condemned the contin- 
ued wave of killings in El Salvador, 
citing the recent massacre of 23 people 
and the 819 deaths which occurred in 
July. 

‘“Last month alone there were 819 
victims of the spiral of violence. Some 
of them were taken from their houses 
after curfew. Who can feel safe after 
curfew?’’ said Bishop Rivera in an 


~ Aug. 16 homily. 


TWO DAYS LATER Rosa Judith 
Cisneros, a prominent attorney 
working with peasants, was gunned 
down by unknown assassins in front 
of her home in San Salvador. 


Bodies are found in many parts of 
the country, roadsides or city streets, 
‘showing bullet wounds: and often 
signs of torture, such is the sad picture 
of the nation’s reality,’’ said Bishop 
Rivera. 


The country is under under a state 
of siege and the curfew was recently 
increased by several hours after an 
upsurge in activities by leftist guer- 
rillas. 

BISHOP RIVERA decried the 819 
deaths of civilians in July, reported by 
the archdiocesan legal aid agency 
Socorro Juridico. He also mentioned 
the massacre at the western city of 
Armenia in which at least 23 people 
are believed to have been killed. 


According to the Salvadoran 
Human Rights Commission, head- 
quartered at the archdiocesan 
building in downtown San Salvador, 
some of the victims in Armenia were 
members of the local soccer team who 
got into an argument with soldiers at 
a roadblock when returning from a 
game. There is little guerrilla activity 
in the area. 


Informants told the commission 
that four days later soldiers came to 
the city, ordered the townsfolk into 
their homes, and began apprehending 
victims in a house-to-house search. 
Twenty-three bodies were found the 
next morning in the neighboring 
village of El Tigre and 15 more in 
other towns near the Talnique River, 
according to affidavits filed with the 
commission by some of the witnesses. 


FATHER FAUSTO Cristales, 
local parish priest, said he knew little 
about any massacres because he does 
not investigate killings. The priest 
before him fled the country after

death threats following the murder of 
his sacristan. 

Spokesmen for the Salvadoran 
armed forces declined immediate 
comment on the reported massacre. 
The Salvadoran press, under a 
military-inspired self-censorship, said 
nothing of the killings, thus’ leaving 
Church-related agencies as the only 
source of public information. 


Miss Cisneros, 42, was dragged 
from her car by several men as she 
was about to leave her home. An eye- 
witness said they made her lean 
against the car and then shot her with 
a burst of submachinegun fire, but 
she was still alive and was shot again 
in the head. She died before her 
parents could get her to a hospital. 


SOCORRO JURIDICO said that 
security forces have killed more than 
19,000 civilians in the past 20 months. 
Of those half have been between Jan- 
uary and July of this year. Socorro 
Juridico included about 1,200 killed. 
for allegedly violating the curfew. The 
legal aid agency, established by the 
late Archbishop Oscar Romero of San 
Salvador, murdered in March 1980, 
gathers evidence of the killings and 
abductions of non-combatants by 
security forces.

Priest asks: are seminaries 
‘too rich, too high-class?’ 


MILWAUKEE (NC)— Father 
Virgilio Elizondo, president of the 
Mexican-American Cultural Center 
in San Antonio, Texas, urged voca- 
tion personnel not to demand that the 
poor and minorities conform to white 
middle-class American customs. in 
order to become priests, nuns, or 
Brothers. 


At the annual meeting in 
Milwaukee of the National Catholic 
Vocation Council, Father Elizondo 
said that today minorities do not find 
seminary studies to be their biggest 
difficulty. ‘‘We’ve never asked for 
watered-down standards for minor- 
ities,’’ he said. ‘“The poor deserve the 
best. But we must re-examine the 
ways we prepare people. Many of our 


minorities who have entered convents | 


and seminaries have found them too 
high class, too rich.”’ 

HISPANIC FAMILIES often do 
not want their sons or daughters to 
enter convents or seminaries because 
they are afraid they will lose them, 


Feeney followers 


to become monks 


MOUNT ANGEL, Ore. (NC) — 
Fourteen followers of a once-excom- 
municated Jesuit, Father Leonard 
Feeney, will pronounce vows as Bene- 
dictine monks Sept. 8. 

St. Benedict Priory, Still River, 
Mass., was founded while the 
community was still under interdict. 


The conflict between members of 
the community at what was then 
called St. Benedict Center began in 
the 1940s when the center’s publica- 
tion, From the Housetops, proposed an 
interpretation of the axiom, ‘‘Outside 
the Church there is no salvation,”’ 
which was stricter than traditional 
Catholic teaching. 


The center persisted in its inter- 
pretation despite warnings from 
Father Feeney’s Jesuit superiors and 
from Archbishop Richard Cushing of 
Boston. In 1974 most of the members 


_ of the St. Benedict community were 


reconciled to the Church. 


Censures on Father Feeney were 
lifted in 1972 and he died in 1978. 

A community of Religious women, 
also followers of Father Feeney, which 
lives near the Still River priory, is 
planning to make its vows at the same 
time as the men. The women are 
sponsored by Stanbrook Abbey in 
England. 


Father Elizondo said. ‘“They enter a 
convent or seminary. Then when they 
come home they become ashamed of 
who they are.”’ 


He urged the vocation personnel to 
live among minorities. ‘‘Go out to the 
poor to learn from them,”’ he said. 


‘‘Celebrate their feasts. Sing their 
songs. Know their aunts and uncles, 
their relatives. Minorities are not 
hateful. They want you around. 


‘DIE A LITTLE. Open the doors 
of your convents and seminaries — 
not only to invite us in, to invite your- 
selves out,’’ he said. 


How to blend faith and different 
cultures was ‘‘the most burning 
question the early Church had to face 
if it was going to go beyond the 
bounds of Judaic Christianity,’’ 
Father Elizondo said. After the 


Second Vatican Council Catholics 


realized that Catholicism did not have 
to be European, he continued. 


Now minorities are beginning to 
reject the ‘‘conviction of mainline 
America’’ that they were born infer- 
ior, he said. ‘‘The low number of 
minority vocations is not because 
minorities didn’t volunteer to serve. 
Latin Americans were not thought 
sufficiently developed to receive the 
grace of orders.”’ 

THE SECTION of the book of 
Genesis which speaks of the aftermath 
of the flood presents the diversity of 
humanity not ‘‘as a curse but as a sign 
of God’s genius,’ Father Elizondo 
said. Noting that people travel abroad 
to experience different food, different 
peoples, different customs, he said, 
‘‘When you see great diversity of 
people, you see the genius of God.” 

When God comes to the world, He 
comes ‘‘from the bottom up,’’ Father 
Elizondo said. Christ came to the 
world as a Galilean and Galileans of 
His day were looked down upon, he 
said. 

‘‘Even the lowest of whom 
humanity calls low can look upon 
Him and say, ‘There is our savior,’”’ 
he continued. ‘‘In this God reveals 
the existential lie of the world— the 
lie of the world that makes categories 
and attempts to measure the dignity 
of human beings by basing human 


_ worth on color, educational status, 


economic status, race, and name.

NATIONAL CITY — The Quaker 
founder, George Fox, wouldn’t seem 
at first to be the proper subject of a 
**serious’’ comedy, but it turns out 
that he is. Shake the Country, now 
having its West Coast premiere at the 
Lamb’s Players Theatre through 
Sept. 19, is great entertainment that 
does more than merely amuse us and 
ask nothing in return: we have 
television for that. 

Shake the Country is a well-written, well- 
produced, well-acted Restorian 
comedy; but it reminds us not to be 
too satisfied with ourselves, because 
in a world awash in sin and error, we 
are quite capable of making a 
compromise in the face of what is 
truly right in the light of Christ. 

SET IN 17TH century England, 
Shake the Country gives us an 
imaginary —but possible — three-day 
peek ‘into the life of George Fox, a 
man burning with an ‘‘inner light,”’ 
convinced he is on a_ prophetic 
mission, but in reality on a collision 
course with the stolid inhabitants of 
Lichfield village, a prosperous, no- 
nonsense town whose older 
generation will abide a bit of larceny 
or injustice if there is money to be 
made. 


Lamb’s Players Theatre is theatre- 
in-the-round, and one never quite 
knows where the actors leave off and 
the audience begins. And Shake the 
Country is purposefully laid back at 
first, a seemingly last-minute 
‘‘opening night’’ production hassle 
slowly transformed onstage into the 
play itself; the audience becomes 
more than just spectators, but virtual 
Lichfield villagersy andspart of the 
drama. 

Shake the Country is witty, robust, 
and contains some genuinely 
oustanding moments; it never 
disappoints. George Fox, the 
‘‘intruder,’’ has set youth against 
elders, who look for a ‘‘lawful way to 
murder him.’’ There is a dilemma 
here, because bloodshed may not only

for each. You’ll have to see the play to 
find out what happens. 

The cast includes Mary Smyth, a 
very capable and lovely young lady 
who convincingly plays the one-eyed, 
one-armed, haggish Moll Maggot; 
Gary MacDonald as George Fox, and 
Lamb’s Players regulars Trudi 
Parker, Robert Smyth, Kate

Gilmour, and Kerry Jo and Russell 
Cederberg.
